Foreign Secretary Insistent Spain, 


Poland and Brazil Should Have 
Council Seats—Reported May Re- 
sign Unless His View Prevails. 


LONDON, Feb. 27.—(I. N. S.)—Three months ago. Sir 


Austen Chamberlain was hailed as an European hero—the 
"man 
who made Locarno possible"—tonight he is the center 


of a political storm. 
Sir Austen Chamberlain has virtually committed himself 


to the French plan to bestow seats in the council of the 
League of Nations to Spain. Poland and Brazil, so, as to 
offset the entrance of Germany into the council. 


So strong- is Sir Austen in his 


Insistence that Great Britain sup- 


- port the French proposal that it is 


reported that he has threatened to 


^resign unless his view prevails.

James E. Ferguson, would make the 
race against Lynch Davidson, form- 
er lieutenant governor, and Dan 
Moody, attorney general, who is ex- 
pected to announce his candidacy 
soon. 
Mrs. Ferguson got around her 


election promise, made in her f>rst 
campaign, that she was in the race 
to vindicate the Fergnson name and 
if vindicated "shall not again be- 
come a candidate," by declaring the 
vindication has not been complete. 


"While it Is true the people elected 


me in belief the stigma of impeach- 
ment would be removed from rny 
family narn, yet I am sorry to say 
it has not been done, I hoped and 
prayed the black stain of impeach- 
ment yet on the pages of the public 
record's at Austin, would. In re- 
sponse to the verdict of the people, 
be blotted out so that I might have 
been further relieved from the cares 
and burdens of public life and of- 
fice."

—all gone and forever gone— 


"Baseball's become too mechani- 


cal," offers Fred 
Pfeffer, 
second 


basing- star of two generations ago. 


"Too much attention is paid to,the 


individual and not enough to th« 
team," says Eddie Collins, leader 
of the White Sox. 
».,,*» » 
"Not enough of that fight stuff, 


declares Kid Gleason of the 
old 


Baltimore Orioles. 
••No town rivalry," speaketh John- 


ny Evers. 
. 
Pfeffer Ha» H.« Say. 
"When I played the game, added 


Pfeffer, "it wasn't just a game of 
arms and legs. Brains counted— 
and they counted a lot 
We didn t 
figure so much in just outhitting- 
and butpltching and outfielding the 
other fellows. We were busy try- 
ing to outsmart them. We were al- 
ways trying to think up new tricks, 
new strategy and stunts to beat the 
fellows. 
"As a result, every 
game we 
played used to be one just, a bit 
different-than the game of the day 
before. We never did the same thing 
twice. And because we didn't, and 
because we were 
always 
doing 
something new and different, well, 
the interest in the game was fever- 
ish all the time." / 
Eddie Collins Chimes In. 


Collins had this to say: 
"I think that the game of today 
stresses entirely too much the in- 
dividuals and not the team.. If the 
Yankees and the Senators are play- 
ing-, the public doesn't think o£ it 
as a game between ,two clubs, but 
rather as a contest between Babo 
Ruth and Walter Johnson. If the 
Dodgers are playing the Cardinals, 
the interest is in the duel between 
Dazzy Vance and Rogers Hornsby. 
"Through the last half 
dozen 
years certain individuals have been 
built up into greater 
importance 
than the team itself—so far as the 
public opinion is .concerned. And 
I think that has done a lot toward 
lessening the pure rivalry enthusi- 
asm that once was so vital a part of 
baseball—and which is needed in 
baseball to perpetuate it in all its 
real glory and greatness." 


Kid Gleason's Theory. 


Kid Gleason thinks that there's 


too much of this powderpuff stuff 
in balldom of today. 


"They go at it too gently," says 
the Kid, who lived in an era when 
spiking was almost of daily occur- 
ence. "We used to play the game 
with everything we 
had and the 
slogan was 'victory at any cost.' If 
we got cut up, that was our touph 
luck that we had to take with a 
smile; if the other fellow got the 
cutting, that was his tc.ugn luck and 
he could take it anyway he wanted 
to."We weren't pampered in my time. 
A six-inch gash in one leg-, a sli- 
incher in the other and perhaps a 
busted finger was no 
excuse for 
keeping out of the game. The only 
thing that excused us was 
dying 
and we didn't care about that, be- 
cause a. dead man can't get out on 
the field and knock hell out of the 
opposition day after day—or make 
a try at it anyway. 


Up Bobs Johnny Evers. 
Evers has the notion that if ball 
clubs went back to one of xhe old 
customs it might heighten town ri- 
valry that was, in the earlier years, 
a vital feature of the game. 
"I think the players ought to dress 


in their hotels as they used to do," 
said Evers. "Then they should ride 
through the streets to the ball parkn 
in a bus as they did when I broke 
into the game. The sight of ene- 
my players undoubtedly would stir 
up the home townsfolk, as it used 
to do in my time, and I think that 
when the fans get all frothed up, 
fhat they rush out to the 4>ark so 
as to be there" and root the home 
team on to victory. 


Back To Bui Rid*. 
"When I was playing my earliest 
years In major league ball, and we 
were riding through the rival towns 
in busses from the hotel to the park 
and back, we'd usually be plenti- 
fully showered with bricks. 
And 
that shows how we were regarded 
by the home town folk in those days 
—and shows what a rivalry was elc- 
cited by the mere sight of vus:- If 
that custom were put back 
into 


force now, I guess the old zip would 
come back." 
These comments include one to the 
idea that baseball is skidding preci- 
pitately and . that. something dras- 
tic must be done to assist it in re- 
gaining its popularity.

It is just as necessary to raise 


chickens scientifically as It is to 
raise babies a la Holt. 


At the present time there are 


12,000,000 hens in Nebraska, mak- 
ing the state fourth m number of 
birds per capita. 
Of the 126,000,-, 


000 farms in Nebraska, 120,000 have 
flocks of chickens. 


According to Prof. F. E- Mussehl, 


head of the poultry husbandly de- 
partment of the agricultural col- 
lege, -Nebraska is one of the few 
states that has poultry and eggs 
for export. Sis.ty per cent of the 
eggs laid In the state and of the 
poultry produced is sent outside. 
Nebraska eggs and, poultry are be- 
ing sent south of the Mason and 
Dixon line and into Ohio and east 
of there, into the deficit areas, as 
no exporting is done into bordering 
states. 


On the basis of SO eggs to each 


hen and a selling price of 30 cents 
per dozen $25,000,000 worth of -eggs 
are laid in a single year. The value 
of the market poultry amounts to 
about half that sum, or approxi- 
mately $13,000,000. On this basis, 
about 
$20,000,000 is brought into 


the state each jear from outside by 
this Industry. 


To maintain the poultry popula 


tion of the state, it is necessary to 
hatch 25,000,000 chickens per year. 
To meet this need, largo hatcheries 
have been organized, where custom 
hatching is done or where farmers 
may bring In their own eggs for 
hatching. Five years ago Nebraska 
did not have a commercial hatch- 
ery. Today it has moie-»than forty, 
one of them with a capacity of 
300,000 eggs and another with an 
ess capacity of 40,000. 


Worth a "Cool Million." 


"The poultry business is a big 


busin-ess," Is the slogan of tho col- 
lege. While small flocks of chick- 
ens are satisfactory to supply the 
limited needs of a single family, tho 
best record flocks number not less 
than 150 chickens, and larger flocks 
prove even more satisfactory In Mr. 
Musschr's estimation, with lesser 
numbers, it is practically Impos- 
sible to have all the eggs of equal 
freshness for packing, vhi.n would 
destroy tho quality of the product 
and negate standardlziUon. 


About ?20,000.000 Is brought Into 


the state now from eggs and poul- 
try, bat Mr. Mussehl believes that 
if each hen raised -its production 
flva eggs and they were sold nt 2 
cents each, a "cool million" extra 
would be contributed to the state.

At Memphis, the majority of hos- 
pital cases formerly were taken to 
St. Joseph's hospital, but conval- 
escence was so slow that the hos 
pital found it difficult to care for 
incoming patietns.

had to be found to care for tho.se 
unable to leave the 
hospital lor 
home, but who were recovering 
from operations for deformities. 


Three jears ago a home 
for 
convalescent crippled 
adtilts was 
opened in an old hospital building. 
The board is composed of business 
men who secured yearly pledges 
from interested individuals. 
Tho 
states of 
Tennessee, 
Mississippi, 


Arkansas, and 
Alabama, 
fiom 
which patients are received, are 
taxed for the hospital support. One 
early endowment of $75,000 
was 
given the hospital, and another of 
$250,000 has been received recently 
provided the hospital 
raises a». 
equal amount. About one-half t;iu 
support come from the community. 
Taxes to 
support 
cripples m 
homes are lessened and welfare 
organizations receive fewer calls, 
because the men and women leav- 
ing this home are able to care for 
themselves. In the three years, :>Q 
have been 
rehabilitated and 20 
boys and 20 girls are in the home 
at'present. They have been taken 
from the care of the community 
and made into selfsupporting ci- 
tizens. 
In this hospital, which has forty 


beds, they can be cared for at, the 
rate of $1.50 per day, whereas other 
hospitals can care for them at a 
cost of not less than $4.50 per day. 
"While a general hospital can handle 
but five cases, the 
convalescent 


h,ome can care for twenty five. 


^ 
Taught to Help Selvej. 


A teacher -Is employed who teaches 
inany 
o£ the 
convalescents 
to 
read and -write} for large numbers 
of them are illiterate. Another nas 
recently been engaged to instruct in 
typewriting. Having had operations 
for stiff knees, stiff joints, deformed 
feet, or crippled hands, they are 
taught' to use these members so 
that they may go on to school, if of 
school age. If too old, they are 
helped in the use of long disused 
members, so that they may earn a 
livjng for themselves, rather than 
be dependent. 
• At the end of the first year, those 
•who had been earning nothing at 
all and who had been dependent on 
the county, state, or some family 
•were earning on an average Of $10 
per week. At the end of the second 
vepr, the earning capacity of the 
number was doubled. One hundred 
patients earned a total of $50,000 
per year after rehabilitation. 


One boy, aged 19 years, who was 


able only to crawl about on his 
hands anfi knees %vhen brought to 
the home, wag so helped that he 
was able to walk with the aid of 
two canes. He Is now earning $80 
per month recharging batteries. 


A man 63 years of age came from 


th,e poor house for aid at the home. 
After he had been operated on for a 
deformed 
foot and 
for 
organic 
trouble, he was made capable of 
earning $75 per month. At the last 
accounting, he was accumulating a 
email bank account. 
Hospital care is not 'an unusual 


treatment today, and yet it is with- 
in the last very few years that we 
have come to regard hospitals as 
centers offering the most efficient 
and scientific care obtainable The 
use of hosp'ltals by patients is the 
result of education, for we have 
been educated to their purposes 
and benefits. 
Conditions Improving Fast. 


"Hospitals are far better under 
lh«"statldardizatlon of the American 
College of Surgeons, the American 
hospital aasoclation, the Catholic 
hoipltal asaor'.atlon, and other or- 


ganized hospital bodies," according 
to Rev. O. B. Moullnier, president 
of the Catholic hospital associa- 
tion. 


"They are 50 per cent better for 


patients today than they were eight 
years ago, and I predict that In ten 
years they will be 50 per cent u&tct 
and better than at the present time. 
'This advancement is due to the 
organization 
of 
staffs, 
bringing 


about a careful selection of men 
who care for the patients on the 
basis of scientiflic and ethical fit- 
ness. A greater spirit of fraternal 
co-operation 
on the part of the 


medical 
profession 
has 
betn 


aroused, with the result that there 
are more consultations, more diag- 
nosis being 
made 
with 
greater 


scientific exactness, and more oper- 
ations being performed with great - 
tr comfort and safety to the pa- 
tient. 


"The whole aim of the hospital is 


to give ever growing and 
better 


serUce to the patient.". 


Hev. JloulinJer said that the le- 
gal and public mind is more'and 
more convinced that the standard- 
ization of hosptials to protect the 
patient against the unfit, and there- 
fore unscrupulous medical man, 
whether he be surgeon or interne, 
Is for its benefit. It is learning that 
it is the benefactor of the wnole 
movement. 
• 


"A dozen years ago the hospital 


was only a boarding house," he 
added. 


10,000,000 Patients Treated. 


Modern medicine has raised the 


average of the population from 24 
to 54 years, and within the next 
ten or twenty years the average 
age will be raised to 60 or 70 years, 
Rev. 
Moullnier asserts. It has been 


discovered that if all people were 
to get surgical care in,a standard 
hospital the average age\>£ our peo 
pie would be raised immediately by 
fifteen years, statistics show. 


About 
10,000,000 patients 
pass 


through the general hospitals of the 
United States every year. Twice 
that number sholud receive hospital 
care in a year, he added, but either 
because of financial circumstances 
or indifference do not enter an in- 
stitution. An •encouraging sign is 
that ten years ago, in proportion, 
only one-half the number of people 
sought hospital treatment that do 
today. 


About $40,000,000,000 is invested 


In the hospitals of the United 
States, which are the greatest in the 
world. There arc 20,000 nurses in 
the sisters' hospitals and 25,000 or 
30,000 in the general 
hospitals. 


About 60.000 pupils, are in the hos- 


of the medical profession In this 
country, 90,000 members aie on the 
staffs of hospitals. 


Kev. Moullnier inslste'd that each 


patient should ask before entering 
a hospital whether or not It Is 
standardized. If npt, he should see.k 
another, for standardization guar- 
antees efficient 
up-to-date 
caie, 
adequate, and careful nursing. The 
public should be educated, he main- 
tained, to study a 
hospital 
and 


know what it furnishes, before sub- 
mitting Itself to its care. 


Prof«*tional Standard* Raited. 
Among the latest developments In 
hospitals, is the nursing of educa- 
tional requirements of the nursms 
profession. Marquette; In connection 
with Marquette university in Mil- 
waukee, has the1 first and only 
college of hospital organization. 


Twelve 
years ago 
the doctor 


alone was' responsible for a case. 
Today ,the hospital bears the res- 
ponsibility for treatment and care 
of the patient. Adequate laboratory 
service,' pathological, 
X-ray, and 
metabolism, has bevome a neces- 
sary part of hospitals. 


As a part of the work of the fu- 


ture, Rev. Moulinler suggested that 
the 
hospital 
should 
become a 
teaching center for public health 
doctrines. 
The 
public, 
likewise, 


should go to the hospital for ad- 
vice on a .suitable doctor to em- 
ploy. Always, patients must insist 
on better medical men, better or- 
ganization and better nurses. 


In closing, Rev. Mouhnier added 
that every hospital, if it is to ful- 
fill its mission to the public, roust 
do a certain amount of free work. 


"Not charitable work. It is all 
charitable, for it is all done for the 
love of God, 
the old meaning of 
charity. ^ 


free work—that is the- proper 
phrase."

which, if discovered at the proper 
period, may not indicate a hopeless 
condition."

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Banishment of Leprosy Evil 


Is Foreseen by Rev. Cooper, 


Back From Service in India 


America has again come to the 


front In the discovery of a medicine : 
to eliminate the dread disease lep- 
rosy, according to Dr. Harold Coop- 
er returned missionary 
to 
India 
who is now pastor of the Congre- 
gational church iu Crete. 
"It was Dr. Victor G. 
Helser 
head of the United States medical 
service in the Philippines," says Dr. 
Cooper, "who really discovered the 
chemical modification of chaulmoo- 
gra oil which is said to be the only 
cure for leprosy. Associated with 
Dr. Heiscr i«i his research work 
were Dr. Isadore Dyers 
of New 
Orleans, Sir Leonard Rogers of In- 
dia, and Dr. Dean of Hawaii. 
"To those who have not come 
into contact with leprosy first hand, 
the cure probably does not mean so 
much, but to those who have seen 
the horrible and pitiful sights called 
lepers, it seems almost a miracle. 
"At least that Is the way the 
natives of India regard it. 
There 
are several leper colonies through-, 
out the country of India, and prac- 
tically all of the hospitals located 
at these places are filled to over 
Rowing. The one wUh which I am 
most familiar is located at Mana- 
Madura, thirty miles from Madura, 
India. 
"There are 
seven buildings at 
Mana-Madura, each of them packed 
with lepers taking this cure. Every 
year several are sent away com- 
pletely cured. 
Cure Somewhat Risky. 


"The oil is so strong that it can 
not be taken internally, and the 
treatment Is given hypodermically. 
Great precaution must be taken to 
give just the right amount so that 
the oil will not have any damaging 
results. An American woman doc- 
tor is in charge of this work at the 
hospital. Dr. Harriett E. Parker- 
Vaughan. 
"Another American woman who 
has done a great deal for the lepers 
is Mary Reed, called the hermit o£ 
me Himalayas. She has been in 
India many years and the strength 
of character displayed by her, and 
her spirit of endurance and sacri- 
fice has been wonderful. The story 
is told that Mary Reed, after re- 
turning from a trip to India, or 
some place where there was a great 
deal of leprosy, nad some spots^on 
her hand that worried her. 
She 
went to a prominent eastern physi- 
cian and he told her what it was. 
Not satisfied to take his word for it 
she went to England to a noted 
specialist there, and he confirmed 
the 
American physicians' state- 
ment that she had lesprosy. She 
never wont back home, said noth- 
ing to no one, but went back to In- 
dia, built herself a little cabin up 
in the Himalayas, and began to do 
all she could for lepers. 
She had 
means and has been able to accom- 
plish much. She did not commun- 
icate with any of her friends for a 
long time, and then just to tell them 
•n hat haxl happened. 
"However, America is not free 


from leprosy, for close to New Or- 
leans is a leper hospital with 19D 
patients. 
The chaulmoogra oil is 
being used and perhaps before long 
the number of patients will be de- 
creased. 
"In a hospital at Culion, Philip- 
pine islands, there are 5,110 lepe.-s. 
Last year 396 of them were sent 
home cure**. 
May Wipe Leprosy Out. 


"Leprosy is not contagious, hut 


it is infectious, amd with the right 
caie and 
treatment 
the 
disease 


should be wiped out entirely. 
In 
the hospital at Mana-Madura there 
arc more than three times as many 
men patients as women. That was 
not because men were more sub- 
ject to it. but because men have the 
best of things all the way round, in 
that country. 
"The women 
don't 
seem 
to 
amount to a whole lot in the eyes 
of the natives. One of the worst 
features as far as tho women are 
concerned is the marrying ot the 
gills when they arc mere infants. 
Many ot" the girls in India are mai - 
ricd while they are stlU m the 
cradle. 
Under 10 years 01 age 2,- 


225,000 girls arc married, 250.000 
under the age 
of 5 years, and 


10,507 under tne age of 1 year. The 
girl of course has nothing to say 
about It as her parents and the 
boj's parents make arrangements. 
AVhen the girl is still 
young she 
goes to the boy's house to live, and 
is noth'aig more than a little slavey. 
Later hci husband takes her to a 
home of her own, but if he should 
die she must go back to the house 
of his parents, and stay there until 
she dies She can never remarry " 
Dr. and Mrs. Cooper spent six 
years abroad. For four 'and one- 
halC years they \\ ere in India as 
missionaries of the American board 
of commissioners for foreign mis- 
sions of Boston. While in India, 
Dr. Cooper preached in the Tamil 
language of India 
and 
was 
in 
charge 
of 
seventy-five 
native 
preachers, teachers, catechists, wit!' 
supervision 
over 
forty - s e v e n 
schools. 


Followiner their work in India, the 


Coopers went 
to 
Columbus, O., 
where Dr. Cooper was pastor of the 
Mayflower Congregational church. 
Ho came to Crete recently, and has 
made several talks before Lincoln 
organizations.

l>ss than twenty-,five miles from the -outskirts of 


New York City Is Yonkers. It Is a beautiful section 
of country with wooded hills and lovely valleys — a. 
landscape well calculated to please the eyes of the 
millionaires, whose huge estates dot its hillsides. 


The very wealthy New Yorkers who have their 


homes there were drawn, to that locality by their 
desire to "get back to nature." They were seeking 
a retreat from the jarring tumult and confusion of the 
greatest city In the United States. There in the quiet 
of their palatial homes they were able to enjoy the 
restful, healing touches of nature. 


A man was killed in Yonkers the other night. 
No desperate bandit .had a hand in his death. He 


was slain by nature—or rather, in accordance with 
one of nature's laws. Two great mongrel dogs, em- 
boldened by the pangs of hunger, attacked him while 
he was passing a picnic grove in Yonkers, and snuffed 
out his life while he battled desperately In the snow 
with them. New York state has -seen nature in an- 
other of her capricious moods in recent weeks as a 
result of the unprecedented fall of snow and the bitter 
cold. Thousands of birds are perishing for lack of 
food. Wild life in the timbered hills of New York 
state is suffering most severely because the snow 
covers the'ground for a depth of more than two feet, 
and the thermometer has consistently hovered near 
or below the zero point. Nature has spread her blanket 
over the feeding places of these representatives of the 
animal kingdom. 


Thousands of quail and 
grouse and pheasants, 


which seek the habitations far from man, are reported 
to have perished in the snow and cold and hundreds of 
thousands of other birds which are bolder in their 
contacts with civilization, have suffered a like fate. 
Deer, one of the most timid' members of the animal 
kingdom, have come to the outskirts of towns and 
villages in their search for food. Eycn man's old reli- 
able friend, the dog, lias been maddened by this 
most primitive prank of nature, and in more than one 
instance has turned against the hand which fed him.

When we speak of our longing to get back to nature 


It should be accompanied with certain 'reservations. 


Most of us enjoy our contacts with nature when its 


stings and its hardships have been pulled and softened 
by the conveniences and comforts of modern civiliza- 
tion. Very few of us would be satisfied with the 
clothing which our own resourcefulness and industry 
would supply. The rough, simple food, pleasing and 
palatable enough for a few meals, would soon grow 
fearfully monotonous. We would soon miss our bed, 
our warm bath and all of the other blessings which 
have come with advancing civilization. 


If we are honest with ourselves, very few of us 


have any desire to go back to the stark, primitive 
conditions which are truly expressive of nature. 


Her ir-cJa may become as bitter as they have been 


sweet; her methods as cruel as they were gentle. No 
artificial pads soften the blows which primitive na- 
ture deals. 
Only one law prevails—and it results In 


the grim struggle for the survival of the fittest. The 
strong live only through the sacrifice of the weak. 


Harry Griffin, that Yonkers' laborer who was killed, 


came face to face -with primeval elements while walk- 
ing along that path within a short distance of the 
most artificial atmosphere to be found on the North 
American continent His voice was easily heard by 
passing people. But two great hunger-enraged dog's 
pulled him down despite his frantic efforts to escape 
them and sank their teeth into his body more than 
300 times before they were satisfied their prey was 
dea<1. 


When civilization bores you, annoys you, irritates 


you—when the never-ending buildings of the city 
weary the eyes and its thousand noises rasp the 
nerves, there comes that indefinable longing for the 
open spaces and solitude. By all means answer the 
urge, if possible, and then discover how anxious you 
are to get back to the same scenes which you fled 
from a short time before. Nature, stark naked, is a 
beautiful thing for the other fellow. 


CORPORATIONS IN INDUSTRY. 


Should the trend toward corporation ownership of 


manufacturing industries continue during- the next 
twenty-five years as it has progressed during the last 
quarter of a century such a thing as Individual owner- 
ship and management fo a manufacturing enterprise 
will be unknown at the end of the period mentioned. 
This Is the conclusion one must reach from going 
over the study which has been made by the National 
Industrial Conference board. 


The growth in corporation, ownership since 1900, 


the year of the earliest census inquiry Into ownership, 
has been been most remarkable. In that year there 
were 37,123 manufacturing establishments 
in the 


United States operated by corporations, constituting 
17.9 per cent of the total number In the country. In 
1919, out of 290,205 establishments 91,517 were owned 
and operated by corporations. Although these con- 
stituted only 31.5 per cent of all the establishments, 
they employed 86.5 per cent of all the wage earners 
and produced 87.7 per cent of all the manufactured 
products for the year. 


It Is of course to be taken for granted that the 


manufacturing establishments under Individual own- 
ership and management are the smaller ones, but 
it is quite surprising to find how much smaller the 
average is. Those under incorporated management 
employ an average of 86.1 workers each, while those 
under Individual or 
partnership ownership employ 


only 4.5 wage earners each, according to latest census 
returns. 


Tho board in its study sets forth a number of rea- 


sons for this increase of incorporation in industry, the 
moat prominent one being the necessity for largo 
capital for the purpose of the intense application of 
science and the promotion of mass production, these 
tending toward a superior output and a reduction in 
cost, both of which are public benefits. 


That the -wage earner has been a beneficiary of the 


corporate system is claimed by tho board, which 
points to the fact that from 1904 to 1D1S salaries and 
wages Increased to the extent of 321.5 per cent, while 
tho "value added by manufacture" was only 207.S per 
cent greater in the last than In the first mentioned 
year. 


ANOTHER BIRTHDAY. 


While It will occasion uo unusual'celebration, mud 


no gifts will be presented, yet the fact that March 1 
Is the official birthday of Nebraska as a state) Is 
worthy of at Jeast passing notice. Wo are now 5> 
years old, born March 1, 1867. That is an ege which 
in human affairs would Indicate a mature and sound 
judgment, a. settled disposition, and an inclination to 
stay at home, or at least -just "watch" the dancing. 
But no gray hairs are to be found iu Nebraska's figu- 
rative head, and so far as we can. note, there is only 
the first down of youth, as compared with the Ions 
gray beard that one might expect. 


Born in rather troubled times, and! recognized by 


an unwilling president, Arthur, these sixty years have 
been active", and af times, we dare say, exciting. Casual 
examination of one of the histories of the state yields 
such tempting chapter headings as these: "Impeach- 
ment of Governor and State Auditor," "Anarchy in the 
Legislature, 1872," "Incendiary Burning of the Luna- 
tic Asylum," "Special Session Fiasco," "Attempt to 
Remove Capitol," Cruelty and Other Scandals in Peni- 
tentiary Management," "The 
Indian Ghost Dance 


Troubles, "Wounded-Knee Campaign," "Battle an In- 
excusable Massacre," "Later Indian Hostilities." These 
are only a few—but, as we say, tempting, and inter- 
esting. 


It hardly seems credible that a generation or so ago 


the citizenry-should be worried about Indian hostili- 
ties, and engaging in Indian wars. Now when good 
roads stretch from one corner of the state to the 
other and the Izaak Walton league decries the ex- 
tinction of wild game, the rapid transition seems im- 
possible. • 


It isn't much of a birthday, as birthdays go, but for 


the old-timer who sees fresh evidence on every side 
of. the insanity of the younger generation, It may 
offr a brief respite in memories of the exciting days 
of yesteryear.

Moreover, it was generally admitted the 
excess profits 
tax 
had 
tended 
greatly to retard 


business. 


No such sentiment existed with reference to surtax 


reduction and the changes made in the inheritance tax 
aw. No matter what argument may have been ad- 
vanced, the forces back of the 1926 revenue law were 
desirous of relieving wealth of its burden. The cam- 
paign has succeeded to a conspicuous degree. 


There is now the intimation that the end of the 


fight is not in sight. 
The next move which great 


wealth will make will be to substitute the sales tax 
It has long been Mr. Mellcn's hobby. It is favored by 
most of the very wealthy men in the country If Mr 
Mellon had his way he would abolish all forms' of 
taxation and substitute it for those which now exist 
Nor would his fight be so hopeless as it might appear 
on the surface. Chairman Smoot, of the senate com- 
mittee on revenue, is a strong defender of the sales 
tax It will be well to be on guard. Having triumphed

chimes, when played, can be healrd 
for a distance of from five to ten 
miles. The commons and carlllion 
signify equality and a place where 
people may congregate regardless 
of racial and religious distinctions.

men, William

Home and Thomas G. Shaughnessy, 
The promoters of the Minneapolis 
Sault Ste. Marie and Atlantic came 
to them for financial" relief. On the 
advice of Van Home and Shaugh-

westward to

the same time he had gained need- 
ed rest.

Born in Vermont, Willard 
la- 


bored on the tracks of a railroad 
to pay for a college education. His 
sight was impaired and he had to 
quit school. He returned to the 
railway. 


Became A Fireman. 


In. time he became a fireman and 
then a freight engineer on the Con- 
cord & Montreal line. But to be- 
come a 
passenger engineer — tho 


ambition of every man who runs 
an engine — meant a long wait. He 
went west and got a job on the 
Lakf; Shore & Michigan Southern, 
piloting1 an engine out of Elkhart, 
Ind., while keeping his eyes open 
for something- better. 


One day he observed a brand new 
train of cars, just out of the shop, 
In transit westward o-^er thg Lake 
Shore line. 
There were fifty of 


them, each fresh in identical paint 
and each bearing the label, strung 
out like the tall of a kite, "Minne- 
apolis, 
Sault Ste. Marie Atlantic 
railway." 


Willard Discovered. 


The man who constructed the 
"Soo" line for the 
Canadian Pa- 


cific made an Important discovery 
when he first looked over the little 
road that ran "from 
nowhere 


nowhere." 
He found Daniel \ _ 
ard working upon it and recog- 


Willard never had hear of tho 


road. 
His 
curiosity

which shows the sort of man he 
was.

hack, when compelled to leave his 
engine, placed a pail of water on 
the floor by his side. At Intervals 


awakened to test the water's 
temperature with a tentative fing- 
er. If it grew too cold, 
Willard 


lastened 
to renew his engine's 


lires. 
When the timo came to resume 


lis run, he was always ready; af. ' 


pansion arrived. 


Had Elaborate Title. 


He had acted 
better, 
perhaps, 
than he knew. Not long after, the 
construction and welding together

the "Soo" 
line 


brought him the work he desired— 
running- a passenger engine. 
It was a promotion, but one that 


since has given him many a hearty 
laugh.

Trouble Caused by Phone Cord 
Care of the telephone cord con- 


nected to the speaker is an import- 
ant matter often overlooked. Tlie 
conducting strands of the flexible 
cord are extremely delicate. Should 
the cords become kinked, some of 
the strands are liable to be broken 
eaysing scratchy noises as contact 
is intermittently made and broken. 
Static is often blamed for noises 
of this kind. 


A Tip on Soldering Lugs. 


When soldering: a lug to wire, 


run the wire up through the hole 
of the lug-, then bend it over about 
one-eighth of an inch. Pre^s the 
end of the wire into as close con- 
tact with the lus as possible, using 
the end of the soldering iron, then 
apply a drop of solder. The plan is 
to get the lug- 
and wire into as 


close contact as possible so that 
there will only be a film of solder 
between them.

Batteries—Dry and Storage. 


A storage battery takes electri- 
cal energy, stores it in the form of 
a chemical action and then changes 
it back to electrical energy when 
the battery is placed in service. 
This action can be repeated many 
times before the battery is worn 
out. A dry cell develops electrical 
energy from chemical action. 
In 


order to repeat the process when 
the batter;' is discharged it is nec- 
essary to renew the chemicals. 


Vacuum Tube Not a Lamp/ 


The amount of light thrown off 
by a- vacuum tube is no indication 
of its sensitiveness or general con- 
dition. 
In many of the modern 


tubes of both the coated and un- 
coated varieties, little or no light is 
visible through the glass, because 
of the inner coating of mercury 
which lines the bulbs. The heavi- 
ness of this coating varies consid- 
erably and the amount of light that 
penetrates through it, so no sig-- 
iiificance at all can be attached to 
the brilliance of the illumination. 


Placement of Loud Speaker. 


The position of a loud speaker 


in a room is very important, es- 
pecially to get the proper acous- 
tical " effect 
of the instrument. 


While the. cone type speaker pos- 
sesses no directional effects it can 
be placed 
almost anywhere in a 


room but the horn is best placed at 
an ordinary table 
leveL 
Corners 


are excellent places for horn repro- 
ducers because 
they 
spread, the 


music out across a room without 
generating troublesome echoes. 
It 


is wise to try out the speaker in 
different parts of the room to see 
how it works. 


Connections of Dry Cells. 


There 
are three ways of con- 


necting up dry cells—series, paral- 
lel and a combination of both, ser- 
ies-parallel. 
When a series con- 
nection is desired, the centre con- 
tact of one dry cell is connected to 
the outer one of the next cell and 
the centre of that to the outer of 
the next. etc. When a parallel 
connection 
is desired, 
the inner 


terminals of all cells are connected

First Number of Education- 


al Research Bulletin 


Published. 


University 
Intends It 


"Clearing House" 


For Research. 


As 


To servo as a "clearing house in 


Nebraska for educational research 
and the best of theory and practice 
in the field," theNirst Educational 
Research Bulletin of Teachers col- 
lege of the University of Nebraska 
was published last week. The bul- 
letin contains three thesis submit- 
ted in the Graduate College. 
The first,thesis is en the "Rela- 
tion Between the Subjects Taught 
and the Teachers' Preparation," by 
Agnes Undeland, 
Omaha. It 
is 
based on a study of the reports of 
402 high schools in Nebraska. Miss 
Undeland finds that about seven- 
tenths of the teachers are in small 
schools having- less than ten teach- 
ers. 
As a result the majority of 


people planning to teach will have 
to content themselves with small 
schools for the first years at least. 
Teachers in these smaller schools 


have to teach on an average at 
least three unrelated subjects. The 
smaller the school, the more sub- 
jects a teacher is called upon to 
teach. There is no standardization 
or logical grouping of combinations 
of courses which teachers must pre- 
pare for. More than one-fourth of 
the teachers, she found, do not have 
adequate preparation. 


Married Women Reliable. 


Home talent teachers and mar- 
ried women teachers are' consid- 
ered in the third 
study on the 
"Status of the Grade Teacher in 
Nebraska," by Claude M. Hobson. 
Mr. Hobson's research shows that 
37 per cent of the teachers are resi- 
dents of the tow« where they teach. 
One objection offered by superin- 
tendents to engaging local teachers 
is that they are not as efficient as 
'he out-of-town teachers. Another 
is that it is more difficult to re- 
move 
an 
inefficient 
home-town 
fnacher. 
On the othe_r 
hand, the 
home-talent teacher is more per- 
manent than the outsider .the study 
-hows, nnd many superintendents 
prefer them. 
Concerning married 
women 
as 
teachers, among the objections con- 
s'dered are. that her lotere'sts are 
divided, that they do not take kind- 
iv to outside activities, 
and that 
they do not like summer school or 
training in service. 
The married 


woman is credited with being more' 
reliable and steady, more earnest 
and enthusiastic. If she has chil- 
dren or Vuis reared a family, she 
's more likely to have the view- 
point of the parent. 
Mr. Hobson's study also reveals 
that the smaller communities are 
taxing themselves less for schools 
th"n the Parser communities. 
That enough of our -schools are 


not able to hold their teachers over 
three years, is a fact brought out 
in the thesis bv Oliver H. Bimson 
on "An Index Number for Nebraska 
Schools 
Showing- the 
Status of 
Teaching." Mr Bimson recommends 
that Yhc standards of professional 
trainimg be raised and that teachers 
and executives should do their part 
in seeking to establish more stable 
conditions.

Guy Maicr and Lee Pattison seem

tion in New York City has elicited 
a shower of eulogies from the New 
York press, which, 
however,

summed up In the statement of the

this time" 
while the 
New York 
Times states: "they played on two 
pianos with a single mind, with an 
accurancey and collaboration that 
were little short of marvelous."

baptism, as were the disciples of 
that early day when the church of 
Christ was first begun on the Day 


of Pentecost. If they would go but 
one step farther and refuse to b« 
called by any name save that which 
is above all other names — Chris- 
tian—thus 
honoring 
the 
Christ 


above everything else, th<s leaven 
of Christianity would expand much 
faster. 


When Jesus was told that 
His 


mother and brethren stood without, 
desiring to speak with Tim, He an- 
swered, stretching forth His hands 
toward His disciples, "Behold my 
mother and my brethren! For who- 
soever shall do the will 
of 
my 


Father which is in Heaven, the 
s>ame is my brother and sister and 
mother." And this is that 
every 


Christian must tecl, that in every 
nation he that feareth God, . and 
worketh righteousness, and doeth 
the will of the Father, is accept- 
able unto God. But let It be borne 
in mind that this thing of erect- 
ing middle 
walls 
of 
partition, 


called 
denominational ism, 
and 


wearing human names that further 
divide, and substituting other ordi- 
nances and doctrines 
than those 


Jesus taught is not doing the will 
of the father, or fearing God, or 
showing the fruit of the 
Spirit. I 


am an iconoclast in matters of re- 
ligion. I would like to see every di- 
viding name, and every 
dividing 


wall swept into the discard, and 
every image 
broken 
that 
keep 


God's people from getting together. 
And I believe every false teachr 
and • every 
false 
prophet 
that 


teaches things contrary to the word 
of God should be exposed. It is 
little wonder to me that there is 
so much indifellty in the world. 
And it will continue as long 
as 


Christians refuse to 
take them- 


selves and their obligations se- 
riously. 
. You say that all the references 
I gave regarding baptism prove 
just one thing and that simply 
nothing. The proof is 
so 
over- 


whelming to those who have open 
minds that I was not surprfsed 
when I read in a religious period- 
ical where a Methodist minisler 
had sought baptism 
and 
later 


commenced work as a Christian 
minister But to those who hav- 
ing eyes, see not, and having ears, 
hear not even though the 
truth 


resounded from Heaven, it would 
fall on 
deaf ears, a casting of 


pearls before non-thinkers. So dif- 
ficult is It to break away front 
inherited lde™= or receive the clear 
white light of truth through

London Visit 


LONDON, Feb. 27.—(I. N. S.)— 


Even though the Maharajah of In- 
dore has abdicated, the govern- 
ment is fearful of further embar- 
rassments arising out of the sen- 
sational Mumtaz Begum case, it 
was learned tonight. 
The maharajah ,who by his ab- 
dication has virtually admitted his 
complicity in the 
sensational at- 


tempt to kidnap the Nautch girl, is 
reported to be desirous of coming 
to England for refuge. There is no 
secret made of the fact that if the 
maharajah come to England, it will 
create a most embarrassing sit- 
uation for the government. 
For many years, the British gov- 
ernment has found it undesliable 
for Indian potentates to remain in 
England for long periods. 


If the maharajah, with his great 
wealth, should come to England, it 
would be resented by thousands of 
Indians. 
The situation would not 
be pleasant for high English digni- 
taries, who would have to meet the 
abdicated maharajah. 
The establishment of a regency 


council to carry on affairs in In- 
dore -until 
Prince 
Ycshwantrao, 


who succeeds him, comes of age, 
is expected to be announced short- 
ly. 


. Abdication Accepted. 


BO.MBAY, Feb. 27.—(I. N. S.') — 
The Maharajah of Indore has ab- 
dicated m favor of the heir-ap- 
parent ,the 17-year-old 
Prince 


Yeshwantrao Holkar. 
The Indian government has ac- 
cepted the abdication. 
The abdi- 


cation of the maharajah is the fi- 
nal chapter of a longe line of ro- 
mantic events which began when 
the Nautch girl, Mumtaz Begum, 
went to the 
protection of 
the 
maharajah. 
According to her own 


testimony, Mutaz lived tjie 
un- 


happy life of a. virtual prisoner in 
the palace at Indore and her heart 
was broken when her child 
was 


taken from her and killed, accord- 
ing to her version. 
Mumtaz eventually fled from In- 
dore and found new happiness un- 
der the 
protection of 
Bawla, a 


wealthy Bombay merchant. 


One day, while 
driving with 
Bawla a number of men 
leaped 


out and seized Mumtaz 
Begum 


Mumtaz was disfigured for 
life. 


Bawla was killed . 
After many months 
they 
were 
arrested and tried. 
The evidence 


clearly indicated that the Mahara- 
jah of Indore had been the insti- 
gator of this attempted kidnapping. 
Nine men were convicted four of 
them sentenced to death. Yet the 
maharajah went free

Larger Prison Should 


Be Built. 


Hensel 
Points to Weak- 


nesses of Lancaster's 50 


Year Old Building. 


Lancaster 
county's 50-year-old 


Jail, .which for several seasons has 
been the subject of much caustic 
criticism on the part of officials, 
social workers and citizens in gen- 
eral, recently came under the in- 
spection of the League of AVomen 
voters. 
That inspection, like those con- 
ducted by most other parties, con- 
vinced the league that Lancaster 
needs a new jail. They said so by 
resolution. 
Now Sheriff 
Claude P. Hensel 
has written the league an unoffic- 
ial letter to be used as the basis 
for a report, in which he supports 
their viewpoint. He pointed 
out 
many deficiencies 
in the old jail 
and the steps he had taken to make 
it as comfortable and sanitary as 
possibe. 
But obviously he thinks 
there is only one remedy in sight- 
a new prison building. 
The sheriff's -letter 
follows, 
m 


part: Sheriff Hensel's Letter. 
"The 
Lancaster 
county 
jail is 


about 50 years old and is built of 
native lime stone. 
The jail con- 
sists of a lower cell house and an 
upper cell house and a room 14 by 
14 feet made into a woman's ward, 
which is apart from the other cell 
house. 
The lower cell house is 20 


by 40 feet, containing a cage 12 by 
30 which has six cells, each cell 
containing two bunks. 
Bedding 
consists of mattresses, wool blan- 
kets and pillows. 
This is where 
the holdovers and the men to be 
sentenced to the state penitentiary 
are kept until taken to the peniten- 
tiary. The upper cell house is 20 
by 
40 feet, 
has no cells, 
but 


is equipped with 
folding 
bunks 
and cots, mattresses, -wool blan- 
kets and pillows. This is where the 
short term prisoners are kept. 
"The jail is heated by steam heat. 
We have a jailor and an assistant 
at the jail during the day and one 
night jailor. The average number 
of inmates of the jail is about 30. 
Sentences range from 10 days to 6 
months, according to the offenses 
committed. 
Some federal prison- 
ers are 
Icept here and their sent- 
ences sometimes are as long as a 
year, but generally only from GO to 
90 days. 


Install Water 
Heater. 
"Three years ago we installed a 
heater to supply the jail with hot 
water for baths and to use in scrub- 
bing quarters and washing eating 
utons^s. Prisoners are required to 
bathe 
regularly and also to keep 


quarters clean. 
""We have religious services each 
Sunday 
morning. 
Incoming and 


out-going mail is censored. Visiting 
day is Wednesday of each week. 
The prisoners receive the Lincoln 
daily papers, 
also magazines we 
are able to secure from organiza- 
tions such as the Elks, chamber of 
commerce, and others. 
"In the last two years we have 


put new maple floors in the upper 
cell house, also all the lime plas- 
ter was taken off the walls and re- 
placed with a 2-inch coat of cement 
which enables us to keep the jail 
cleaner and also make it more san- 
itary as the dampness won't come 
through the plaster. 
Also in .the 
upper cell house we have replaced 
old windows with four large ad- 
justable windows to aid air circu- 
lation. 


Physician Cares for Health. 
"The blankets 
and 
mattresses 
are aired 
as often as practicable 
and the blankets are sent to the 
laundry and steamed and cleaned. 
The county physician looks after 
the health of the prisoners. 
Lancaster county jail is too small, 


and is badly in need of a ward for 
juveniles and first 
offenders. It 
should have n. hospital ward, 
two 
separate wards for men and women 
with venereal diseases and a ward 
for imsanity patients who axe held 
there before 
being taken to the 
state hospital. 
"A new jail would have to be 


financed either by voting bonds or 
by creating a sinking fund with an 
annual levy, which probably would 
take three years."
